2. Document Dl describes a method for transmitting data 
over a radio network including base stations (BS) 
(page 1, lines 19-22) and at least one terminal (MS) 

which transmits binary data periodically and in 
isolation to at least one BS on an uplink radio 
channel (see page 7, lines 19-22, page 10, lines 19- 
28*, page 13, Table 1, USDCH*), wherein said radio 
channel conveys first data enabling the transmission 
power of said BS to be controlled, and second data 
for another end purpose (page 10, lines 19-28 and 
page 23, lines 3-16). 

* The fact that the reports transmitted by the MS 
are periodic (i.e. repeated) is considered to be 
implicit because periodic reports are required to 
adjust network quality and power. 

* The reports are transmitted in isolation, i.e. in 
messages, over a channel isolated from the downlink 
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channel . 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 1 is not 
novel (PCT Article 33(2)).

17 to 20 is not novel either (PCT Article 33(2)).
